On  display  in  health  classes,  an 
enormous  set  of  dentures  with  a 
tooth  brush  of  equal  scale  at- 
tracted comments  from  students, 
wide-eyed  at  the  sight.  A  part  of 
the  Dental  Health  Kit  made  for 
Tech     by     Indiana     University,    the 


dentures  can  be  used  to  illustrate 
the  correct  way  to  brush  one's 
teeth.  Also  included  in  the  kit  are 
wafers  which  dye  food  particles 
left  on  a  person's  teeth,  and  x-ray 
plates  of  cavities.  Health  is  taught 
not  only  in  health  classes  but  in 
physical  education  classes  as  well.

Varsity  cagers  win  10  of  21  games 


The  varsity  basketball  team  fin- 
ished the  '68-'69  season  with  a  me- 
diocre 10 — 11  record.  This  is  the  first 
time  in  around  18  years  that  the 
Titans  have  had  a  losing  record  in 
basketball.  The  Titans  finished 
10 — 10  in  regular  season  play,  but 
they  met  No.  1  ranked  Washington 
in  the  first  game  of  the  Sectionals 
to  move  their  record  to  10 — 11. 

The  Titans  gave  the  Continentals 
a  good  game  for  the  first  half,  and 
they  even  led  the  tall  giants  at  the 
end  of  the  first  quarter.  But,  in  the 
second  half  Washington  outscored 
the  Titans  45  to  19.  The  Titans  shot 
only  24%  from  the  floor  and  62% 
from  the  free  stripe.  Shooting  per- 
centage was  a  big  problem  of  the 
teams  all  season  long. 

Tech  met  Washington  twice  be- 
fore the  Sectionals,  once  in  the  sec- 
ond game  of  the  City  Tourney  and 
once  in  regular  season  play.  In  the 
City  Tourney  game  the  Titans  came 


back  in  the  second  quarter  to  cut 
Washington's  lead  to  10  at  halftime, 
but  the  Continentals  poured  it  on 
in  the  next  two  periods  to  take  a  33 
point  victory.  Kendrick,  the  Titan's 
leading  scorer  went  scoreless  for 
the  game. 

During  the  regular  season  Tech 
gave  Washington  a  good  game  for 
the  first  three  stanzas.  They  were 
behind  only  3  at  the  end  of  the  first 
period,  five  at  the  half,  and  10  at  the 
end  of  the  third  period.  But,  Wash- 
ington again  poured  it  on  in  the 
last  quarter  outscoring  the  Titans 
by  14  points. 

Junior  Frank  Kendrick  was  the 
only  Titan  to  have  a  scoring  average 
over  10  points.  The  forward  finished 
the  season  with  a  20.8  point  per 
game  average.  The  team  will  be 
losing  only  four  seniors,  Bob  Gad- 
die,  David  Mitchell,  James  Lewis, 
and  Ray  Roark.
